2. Current tonnages average 146 per day. 
3. The service area for this facility is Craven, Duplin, Greene, Jones, Lenoir, Pitt and Wayne Counties. 
4. The wind blown was minimal and is being managed well. 
5. The signage at the front gate is as required. 
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6. The tipping floor is washed with a hot water pressure washer.  
7. Fire extinguishers are inside the transfer station and were reading a full charge. 
8. The tipping floor replacement has been completed.  
9. Lead acid batteries, white goods, and tires are not accepted at this facility. 
10. The waste is being transferred to Republic in Bertie County. 
11. Leachate is currently being collected in a 2,000 gallon tank and pumped as needed. The leachate is 

       hauled to the City of Kinston’s WWTP for proper disposal. 
12. All access roads are paved with no erosion problems.
